"Why that is much cheaper than 


I had figured! Make me two sets." 


So now each of the massive tow- 


ers of the monastery contains fifty 
bells ranging in weight from 100 
pounds to 100 tons. One of the bells, 
an especially fine one, was cast at 
Antwerp in the seventeenth century. 


The whole monastery 
is on a 


huge scale.

of 50,000 square yards and has 4,500 
windows and doors, some of them of 
abnormal size

conventions can be put in force; re- 
lationship between certain conven- 
tion and other conventions which 
have been signed but are not in 
force. 


The council suggested the follow- 


ing measures for hastening the pro- 
cess of ratification: more attention 
to the preparatory -work of confer- 
ences -which formulate general con- 
ventions 
and fewer 
conferences; 


meetings of signatory states to ask 
each other why they have not rati- 
fied; insertion in conventions of a 
time limit vrithin which ratificatons 
must be deposted; extension of the 
use of conventions which 
provide 


for their ccmicgr into force immed 
lately upon signature, without th< 
necessity of ratification.

WHEN DRUDGERY RULED 
The growing use of machinery in the 


modern world has drawn a good many 
protests from men who fear that we 
shstfl get mechanized out of all likeness 
to normal humanity; yet it is worth 
noticing, perhaps, that none of these 
protests come from the men whose 
lives are actually made over by the ma- 
chine. 


Very likely it is true that the ma- 


chine has many sins to answer for; but 
the critics ought never to lose sight of 
the one great fact in its favor—the way 
in which it has taken plain, age-old 
drudgery, of the sort that turned men 
into beasts of burden and made them 
old at forty, and pitched it forever into 
the discard. 


That, of course, is not to say that 


nobody works harder than is good for 
him any more. But there has been a 
tremendous change; and perhaps the 
best way to understand it is to take a 
good look at an industrial undertak- 
ing of the old type, as it existed before 
this much-hated machine had come on 
the scene. • 


In thg province of Szechuan, in 


China, there is the world's oldest oil 
field—a field that has been in operation 
for more than 2000 years. 


This oil .field, as described in the cur- 


rent Industrial Bulletin published by 
Arthur D. Little, Inc., is operated to- 
day precisely as it was 20 centuries 
ago. 


Its most important product is not oil 


but brine, from which salt is made. 
Fully a million men are, employed in 
this vast field, at wages ranging* from 
15 to 25 cents a day. All of the work is 
done by hand. All of the machinery is 
made of bamboo, from pipe lines, cas- 
ings and bits to the drilling cable. 
A 


big bamboo plantation is maintained to 
supply the material. 


T,he wells vary in depth from a few 


feet to more than half a mile. 
All of 


them are drilled by hand, and it takes 
decades to complete the drilling of the 
deepest ones. 


Think all of that over and you get 


a rather unpleasant picture—a picture 
of thousands upon thousands of men 
slaving away at backbreaking toil for 
a hopelessly 
inadequate 
pittance— 


slaving today precisely as their remote 
ancestors slaved 2000 years ago. 


What chance has a laborer for a de- 


cent life under conditions like those? 
How can he ever be anything but a 
drudge? 


Then picture the change that would 


come if modern machinery were in- 
stalled. Steel drills, gasoline and steam 
engines, modern pumps—the drudgery- 
would vanish.

COOLIDGE'S BERTH 


On July 4, 1872, Calvin Coolidge, 30th pres- 


ident of the tTnited States, was born at Plymouth 
Vt. 


After graduating from Amherst College, where 


he earned a reputation as a hard worker, Cool- 
idge studied law with a Northampton firm, and 
two years later began to practice. Because his 
employers were interested in politics, Coolidge 
soon found an opportunity to follow his natural 
inclination. 


Coolidge was readily elected to various offices 


in ^Northampton until he became Its mayor. Fol- 
lowing his election as state senator, his political 
career In Massachusetts progressed by regular 
steps. 


As governor of Massachusetts he attracted na- 


tion-wide notice by his firm stand during the 
Boston police strike. It was at that time he gave 
utterance to his famous phrase: "There is no 
right to strike against the public safety by any- 
body, anywhere, at any time." 


At the Republican national convention in 1920 


he was nominated for vice president, with "War- 
ren G. Harding as the presidential nominee. They 
were elected by a great majority. On Harding*s 
death, August 2, 1923, Coolidge became president. 
He was re-elected in 1924. 


His administration was one of marked gov-

. Green Bar — The 13,000 acres of 
sugar beets in the territory of the 
local plant of tte Meaominee River 
Sugar company are showing up very 
well at the present time. Although 
three weeks ahead of the crops of 
other years, the beets have gro-.vu 
several inches since the 
Sunday 


night rain. Tith a few exceptions 
caused by dry ground at planting 
time, the stands are perfect. As care 
was taken in the preparation of seed 
beds, the soil was liberally fertilized, 
and weeds are being controlled, big 
yields are expected by all growers. 


The thinning and weeding of the 


beets has all been done and nothing 
remains for the beet workers to do 
before the beet harvest but the sec- 
ond hoeing. Other years_the thinning 
and -weeding did not start till the 
middle of June and -was not finish-1 
ed before the middle of July. This 
means not only an early start for 
the beet crop but also a three weeks' 
longer growing season this year 
than usual. 
To try for bumper crops, some 


growers not only cultivated and fer- 
tilized the soil v.-el! but at the time 
of plowing they used a sub-soiling 
machine. The purpose of loosening 
up the ground below the depth of 
plowing is the better retention of 
moisture and the growth of much 
longer and larger beets than 
usual 


As the growers -who tried the sub- 
soiling experiment, skipped 
parts 


of the fields for purpose of checking 
up and of comparing, interesting re- 
ports may be expected after they 
welsh the crops and make compari- 
sons. "W. B. Hayes, Ocojito, is one 
of the beet growers who is experi- 
menting: with sub-soiling.

today. 


Youngest of them is Mrs. Carolina King, 81, who lives 


alone with her memories in a little vine-clad cottage at East 
Eurora, X. Y., doing her own housework and tending her 
floYiers. Her husband \ias Private Darius King of Stevens' 
Company, Xew York Militia, a sharpshooter, who is reputed 
to have been the soldier whose bullet brought down the 
British commander at Queenstown Heights, General Brock. 


Her husband was born in Pennsylvania in 1796, three 


years before the death of George "Washington. She married 
the old warrior when she was quite young^ He died many 


j years ago. 


As a 23-year-old southern belle, in hoop skirt and panta- 


loons, Mrs. Mary A. "Williams, now 07, married Dr. John M. 
"Williams, then 65, at Baltimore on March 22, 1856. At 18 he 


had given up the study of medicine to enlist in Moore's Com- 
pany, Maryland Militia, and fought under Andrew Jackson 
in the Battle of New Orleans. He died at 75, and thus she 
has been a widow for three score years. 


With a friend, Mrs. Williams now lives in a little apart- 


ment in Philadelphia. She does her own ironing and cook- 
ing, but spends much of her time before her •window, watch- 
ing the children laugh and play on the sidewalk. . . . Do you 
wonder what her thoughts are?

a month.
